• Claims 1 - 16 & 18, 20 are pending in the instant application. 

• Claims 1,3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18, 20 under the 35 U.S.C. 
103a rejection as unpatentable over Huuhtanen (EP 0674441 A1) in view of 
Pasqualino (Publication # 2002/0163598) further in view of Kluttz (US Patent No. 
6598161 B1), applicants arguments and remarks have been fully considered and 
found to be persuasive, and the rejection is withdrawn. 

• Claims 2, 7, 8, under 35 USC 103a rejection, as unpatentable over r Huuhtanen 
(EP 0674441 A1 ) in view of Kluttz (US Patent No. 65981 61 B1 ) further in view of 
Faber (US Patent No. 6477252 B1), applicants arguments and remarks have 
been fully considered and are found to be persuasive, and the rejection is 
withdrawn.
